New Use tor Cavalry in Eutopean Armies.
Mrom the Herald,

The late Rebellion in this country was a rovo-
lution sifecting not only the political snd soving
status of the couniry, but one developing singu,
Iarly Important innovations iu science and the
aris, particularly in the military urt, Not the
fenst remarkable of these was the revolution
produced in the organization and ugze of cavalry.
In the tnme of Napoleon, and even down to the
ponce of Yillalrancu, the cavalry of & European
mrmy were s “wings,” Aside from its duty in
covering the fianks of the infantry, the cavalry
wis only used In pursuit of the enemy, or in
povering s retrest. Instead of uelng it as the
*iwingt," wo employed cavalry during our late
war an the “eyes ol the army." It was kept on
fhe 1ront, flnnk, and rear of the infantry, frm-
iLg n perfect cordon ot videltes around o moving
or (ncamped foree. (1 seldom fought as eavalry,
Bui a injantry, and before the war ended the
pavilry oame 10 beiamiliary called “mounted
infuntry.” We also found another use for it
We organized iudependent armies of this
mouunled luluntrf. which, accompanied by horse
grtiiiery, rnided throngh every part of the
epemy's territory, marching as cavalry and
dighuing as infantry, and deing good service
sigainst the lines of communication and the
#lorchouses of the encmy,

It appents by the late news from Europe that
this les on has not heen lost upon st least one
i the! Buropean powers. Prussia, it will be
rewembered, wias wise enough to detail and
inetrost darge numbers of the officers ol her
ary to come 1o this country aud observe our
anode of ighting, and they lought on both sides
aluring our late struggle, What they witnessed
was reinembered and has been promptly actod
upon, The Prusslan eavalry, one of the best in
Furope, bas learned a lesson (rom us; and the
whole Prussinn system ol organization, as [ar as
thw st of their service & concerned, s (o be
changed, Under ihe old organizalion a large
number of regiments ol eavalry were attachied
10 ench gorps d'armee, and pertormed duty as
ghe wings of” Lhat corps,

Undor the new organization only one envalry
egiment s allowed to a corps, to be used just
mé we nsed thom, as videttes and body-guards;
while the remainder s to be orgunized, with a
Jeavy force ol horse ariillery, into o large inde-

endent army, to move, independently of the
niantry, upon unguoarded points and lnes of
communicatiop, ard (o lay wakte and destroy
Bhe enomy's country, Such a force tarned loose
n the thickly settled agricultural districts ol
Europe wouldbe formiaable indesd: and a sue-
ressiul rald would materially affeet the issues of
B campaign, -

This is a very important nnd admirable inno-
wation, but it may prove a very danzerous one
o the hands of our European amateur imitators,
Organizing s great army is one thing, and find-
ing great leaders is another. Good organizers
mre seldom EN“ leaders, as witness McOlellan
=ud Halleek. The Prussions may find their
eavilry as raiders in very dan e positions,
anless they possess such leaders as we had to
conduct them, The importation of oor ideas is
=il very well, but our Prussian {riends must not
Jorget to import something of the dash of 8heri-
dan, the daring of Roussean, the belligerency
ol Hooker, the boldness wnd nonohaiance of
Bleedman, the eoterprise of Wilson, the vigor
of Bnerman, the tenacity 6f Thomas, aud the
goenius ol Grant.

The Military Sitmation in Germany.
From the Times,

We presume the future historian will date the
opening of this great war from the entry of the
Fruseians into Holsteln, and the consequent
etreat of the wenk Austrian force betbre supe-
rior numbers, This at once consolidated ’rus-
gian power in the morth. It hound, for the
wpresent, the Elbe Duchies firmly to Prussia, and
At left to the two Mecklenburgs, wedged in be-
$vween Brandeuburg and Holstein, no other
alternative but close alliance, i not actual in-
porporation wilh Prussia, This wus toe easier,
ms the feeling, both ol the people and sovereigns
of Birehtz and Schwerin, favored such a course,
But it also isolated the three Hanseatic citics—
Hamburg, Lubeck, aud Bremen—irom any sup-
port of the Bund; and though their quota in
gunen for the army s rather insigoificant, the
maritime, commercial, and financial aid they
anight nave rendered would not have bren in-
cousidernble, Thus Prussis, with one quick
Blroke of sound miltary policy, tortitied herseif
in the north—an accomplishment that under
Aeas skilful treatment could have been achieved
puly at the cost of war,

In the west and gouth Prussia has acled with
equal vigor, and so tar with equal success, The
Diet, on the 14th of June having voted the mo-
bilization of the Federal army, Prussia st onee
declared the Confederation dissolved; made
¥Xnown s purpose to consider all the Siates that
woted in favor of the proposition® a8 encmies ol
Frussia unless they specdily retuse to wrm and
would at once procigim neutrality; und as noe
©l the powers concerned acceded to this demand
ol Prossia, ehe began ber movements, and on
the 16th Prussien armies entered Hanover,
¥leoctorate Hesse, and Saxony., This was a bold
move, but well conceived and well earried out,
It dia for Prussin in the west what her oceou-
paticn. of Holstein bad done for ber in the
porih—it consolidated her power iu that di
Tection, Looking st the map, it will be seen
ihat between the castern hu&l of Prossia and
Westphalin and  the Rhlne provinoes, her
western  dependencies, the Kingdom of Hauo-
over, the Eleclorate of Hesse, sud Duoal Fles<e,
streich from north to south, from the North
Bea down to near Frankfort-on-the-Main, Their
adheiing 1o the Diet broke the continuity of
ihe Prussian line, lor offense ns well as delense
—wuuld have completely Isolated her possessions
on ibe Rhune, and exposed her to atinck irom
the armies ol the Bund on the lower Eibe, thus
1hreatening (o cut ber off again from Holstein,
and pullity all the benetits she hed obtained
by s occupation, This was surely danger
enough to be averted by quick and bold sction.

8o far, then, us we* have seon, the Prossians
have been I‘nlfy successint, Bat there are some
disndvaninges conmected with the positions they
have guined which we ought not to everlook,
It will be remembered that the frst swcoessiul
campaign m‘uiwt the South was plaoned upon
the Iden that to break the line o! an enemy von
must strike it perpendicularly at one point, The
capture of Forts Donelson and Henry followed,
and the South not only never regained the loss,
but from that lime was completely cripplad in
the West., Now the Prussinn line extends from
Cablenz, on the Rbhipe, over Giessen, Dresden,
into Bilesia, ending at Oderberg: it is almost a
straight line, extending over the whole ol Ger-
many. It is 100 long tor both offensive and de-
fensive purposes, It is the same mistuke the
South made o the beginpiog, when they
ultempted to do too much,

We already see a powerful Federnl army
aronnd Frankfort to atfack the Prussians at
Glesen and Wetzler. Should the Prussians be
defeated, their line would be broken and all the
benefita gained by the ocoupation of Hanover
in imminent danger. A defest near Frankftort
would compel a retréat along the whole Hoe and
necessitate thesevacuation of S8axony, just as 1ne
deleat at Fort Donelson compelled the South-
erners to evacuante Columbus and give up their
Lhold on the Mississippi above Island No. 10.
But thls position of the Prussinns has this other
diendvantage, that they cannot advance mny
considerable distance unless they move their
whole line, for they dare not expose their flanks
nor give their encmics an opportunity ot slip.
ping (hrough & gap into thelr rear, endangering
their communications and base of suppliss,

We await with ereat anxiety the news to he
brouglht by the next steaoer, The second active
enmpnign will have by thut thoe cominencel,
and those unforesecon accidents which seldom
enter into the ealenlations of generals, and of en
